grades have lately learned a lesson jn respeot
to the supremacy of the popnlar will, aud they
are nol going to cowmwmit euivide to please the
Cavendishes and Levison-Gowers, or all the
Whig families that for the last tnirty years
bave played with fire and burnt their dogers,
Mr. Gladstone and no other 1s to be Prewier.

The number of leading men defeated on bath
sides i3 extraordinary—the Liberals suflering |
thus far much more heavily than the 1ories.
Not less than a dozen very able aud promivent
men who were in the last Honse will not be in
the next, or at any rate not when it opens.
The nnmerical majority of the Liberals gous
on increasing day by day, but they havae to
mounrn the overthrow of at least six of their |
very forsmost leaders, inclnding four who ex-
proted seats in the next Cabinet a8 a mattar of
conrse. It looks as if the new constitusacias
liked able men nojhetter than they liked radi-
cals, At any rate the new House will be a
much weaker body of men than the old.

To begin with the Tories, both the law offi-
oers of the Government have been beaten.
The Attorpey-CGteuveral, Sir John Karsiake,
contested Exeter with Mr, Coleridge, who will
trnbahly hold the eame office in the coming

iberal administration. It wad a close fight,
and Sir John is defeated by only 99 io a total
of 4543 votes, or indeed by only 28 votes lass
than his other Liberal opponent, Mr. Bow-
ring. The Bolicitor-General, Mr. Daggaliay,
was beaten at Hereford by 32 votes, wnich he |
carried at the last election by 11. But the
(iovernment will have no particular need for
law officers during the brief period of its ex- |
istence, The other Tory lawyers fare no
better than their official chiefs, Mr. E. K, |
Karslake, in Colohester, shares the fate ol his
brother, Mr, Garth, Mr. Huddlestone, and
Mr. Giffard are all beaten. Oatside of the
legal profegsion, the Torles lose the Earl of
Dalkeith in Edioburghshire—n Tory seat for
generations—who way not be 4. man
of great ability, but i3 gon to the
Duoke of Buocleuch. With him they loss
Lord Cland Hamilton for Londondsrry, who is
also a Duoke’s son, the Marqniz of Abercorn
having lately been promoted to the higher
grade, These two defeats to two dacal sons
the Liberals regard with gatisfaction as an
equivalent for the disaster to the Marqnis of
Hartiogton, bnt [ suepect they would be glad
to surrender even a third seat could they but
win back North Laucashire and the lost prea-
tige of the Cavendishes. PYerhaps Bir Ggorge
Bowyer, just beaten for Dandalk, ought to bs
sel down as & Tory loss. He was nowinally a |
Liberal, but one of the men who manifested |
their devotion to Liberal prineiples by voting |
steadily to keep Disraeli in office. His fanati-
cal Roman Catholiciam bas given him more
notoriety than his abilities alone wonld have
earned for him, lle was a kind of counter-
balance to Whalley, and it was a favorite joke
in the Honse to get the two by the ears on
gome controversial topio. Retoroed formerly
without a contest, he 18 beaten now in & Liba-
ral soustitnency which, like Stroud and many
another, will have nothing to do with peopla
who dwell in Caves. Two Liberals ran against
him; Bir George is lowest of the three.

Of the Liberals who looked to oifices, the
latest and most consplonous vietim is the Mur.
quis of Hartington, who, in Palmerston’s Gov- |
ermment, was first & Lord of the Admiralty,
then Under-Secretary for War, aud fioally, in
the Russell Ministry, Beoretary for War, and
mewber of the Cabinst, Iis contest for Norih
lancashire was & soolal and political contest at
onve. There are two sests, there wers two
Tory candidates, and in the Liberal interest
Lord Hartivgton alome. The Torles were
Colonel Wilson Patten, Secretary fore Ireland,

and the Hon. F. A. Btanley, youngeat son of
Lord Derby, whose estales and revennes in
the connty are of peinovly extent, The Mar-
quis of Hartington is the eldeat son of the
grest Doke.of Devonahire, the hesd of the
Cavendishes, as Lord Derby is the head of the
Stanleys. It was & fair struggle batween those
two great honses, whonlike laviehed apon this
ovntest all their hereditary inllasoos of land,
social position, personal penowd, and wealth,
They say the profosion with which moasy
was epent on both sides recalls the best days of
bribery. Boores of thousands of ponods ware
Inid out—quite how they were laid out [ sap-
poee those who know best will be least likaly
to tell. The trinmph of the HStanleys was sig-
nal, Lord Hartington began and ended st
the bottom of the poll, and was beaten by more
then 1200 majority, The figares were—Stavley,
0584; Patten, (733; Hartiogton, 0005, A
detalled history of this contest would bs a
wost instrnctive acconnt of bribery, intimi-
dation, and violenoa. Thes defeated Margnis
must be well remewbered in New York., He
s that yonthful sristoorat who, daring the
war, illasurated his good breeding by entaring
a ball.room wearing & Confederate rogstte in
his buttonhols, The jncident will serve to
remind you how pmall was the sympathy we
got in thoge days [from the great Wiig
fawilies of Kogland, who wers then begin-
nivg to oall themselves Liberal, Perhaps iula
ortel to remember gnch & prank, of whioh 1
bhope hia lordship has grown wise enongh to
be achamed. IHis ability is very considerable,
aod is the epecldl lorm of admiunistrative
ability snoh as i3 _wanted ia the War Offios.
Lord Hartington is among the strongest wen
of his party. As he oanoot be gpared from the
Cabinet—on sccount of his immense family
jiutla: pee, if for no other reasou—a s=atis sure
1o be found for him somewhure. lu thecsntre
of England the family are still strong enongh
—¢pite of two DReform nots—!o gend four or
five of the “erored Cavendishes’ to Par-
liament.

Next to Lord ITartington—and in everything
but rank hia soperior—comes Mre. AMiluer
(iibsen, one of the veteran leaders of the Aati-
Corn Law lLeague, aud one of its most noted
orators. He was then member for Manchester,
When Peel went oot in 1546, Lord John
Ruesell made Mr. Gitson Viee-President of
the Board of Trade. He sat sixteen years for
Manchester, daring ten of which he had John
diright for colleagne, and they were rejected
together by that coustituency in 1807 for the
pame ressou—their opposition to the Crimesn
war.

Bat he fled away from
Stroud, Lis old geat, weeks before the elagtion,
avd appiared In Falkirk to  contest that
borough with Mr. Merry, & Litaral, much
better known on the turf than in the, House,
whers his voioe ia never heard. In Palkirk
the nowination took place on Thursday, aond
the Sperifl declared the show of hands so even
that he conld wvot decide between them, so
both capdidates demanded a poll.  Bat at 3
o'clock of the same day Mr, lorsman’s heart
fatled bim, and he withdrew frowm the conwmat,
The troth is that thongh Mr. Gladstone has
forgiven Mr. Horsman, his party have not.
The most gennine professions of repsntance
do mot always avail. Major Anson was an-
other of the malcontents who went into the
Cave—a man of note in his profession, and of
some also in politice; & younger son
of the Karl of Lichfield, and ous of the
heroes of the Lucknow defense.

to secure oue-third of the Irish seats for the
Tories. The Protestant minority of Ireland
will give but gmall help to Me. Disrasli in pe-
fistivg the overthrow of the Protestant Church
monopoly.

In Scotlavd, the most intensely Protagtant
of conutries, indifferenos to the davger of is
cherished ereed geemns still more stolid, Tae
Scoteh burghs are upanimous, their members
Liberal to a man, and of the conuoties thers
are Lot four where family inflaence or politi-
cal tradition bas proved stroug enough to
geotire the choiee of a Tory. Duawmbartonshire,
Inverpersehire, Wigtonshire, aud one othar,
which at the moment I forget, hang out thuir
fings as Tory strongholds. Agaiust this for-
lorn bope of political bigotry the Liberals
waurshal & phalsux of 36 members, and thera
are reinforcements yet 1o cowe,

The counties have thus fur done better for
the Literals than the Liberals themsslves ex-
proted— North Lancashire being their only
great disaster. They retum so generally
were loval laudowners that county svontests
bave pot much more than & uuwerical in-
terest ontside their own limits. Honotingdon-
ghire reélects withont & contest Lord Robert
Moutague, whose envy of Amerioa i3 so great
that in a epeech last gession he aounexed
Buffslo to Canpada, and then dounbled his
blunder by sending a Biitish consnl there
after he bhad wade it a colonial town. North
Leioestershire sends Lord John Maoners,
whose nuhappy couplet about arts and learn-
ing, and the old nobility, onght to ba in Bart-
lett’s “Familiar Quotations,’” but is not. Lord
Jobn has vindioated the greatnses of the old
nobility by keeping a board fence for a year
and a half about Hyde Park, to punish the
Refermers for having upset the old rallinga.
In East Sorrey there was a oonteat
of rome interest to Awmericauvs, Mr,
Charles Boxten, gon of SBir Thomas Fowell
Buxton, was bitterly assailed, as My, Mill had
been, for his share in the prosecation of the
Jamuica murderer, Eyra. The Tories, in fact,
made a dead set on the district, bat they wure
bandsomely beaten, Mr. Buxton having aboat
400 majority over his highest opponent—three
times a3 much a8 Le had at the last election,
He might be more radical than he is, consider-
ing his name; por need the Tories owa him
apy epecial grodge on acoonnt of the Lyre
business, for he withdrew, I am sorry to say,
from the Jamaics Committes when they decided
to indict Eyre for murder. Mr. Boxton is an
able legislator, with a olear head, and stadents
of Lnglish politics will find in his book, “ldeas
of the Day,”” a better ocollection of enrrent
argnments on controverted points than exista
in uny other shape go convenlput and compiot,
His father, the baropet, was beaten at Kings
Lyon, for which he sat jointly with Lord
t;‘llmd.-y, aud I suppose will not go bavk W Lhe
